Carlevaro, an Albany native, died 
ddenly Tuesday of a heart attack at 
fe age of 59. 

He had served on the City Council 
1960-64 and 1966-74, and as mayor 
1961 and 1962.

nues, Call recalled. 

Carlevaro also worked on many 
other civic projects, including a local 
program for the blind, the city cam- 
paign to obtain a tideland grant, con- 
struction of a new senior citizens 
building and of the Buchanan Street 
overpass. 

He was a member of several orga- 
nizations, including the American 
Legion Albany Post No. 292 and the 
Moose Lodge No. 550. 

An El Cerrito resident in recent 
years, he was a graduate of Albany 
High School. He served in the U. S. 
Army Air Corps in World War II. 

Call said he last saw Carlevaro at a 
local coffee shop about two weeks 
before his death, and that Carlevaro 
had talked delightedly about the 
opening of the new Liquor Barn and 
other commercial remodeling 
projects in the area. 


Hal Denham, manager of the Al- 
bany ‘Chamber of Commerce, re- 
membered Carlevaro-as a great civic 
doosier. “He was always very strong 
for everything that was Albany.”’ 

“I think he was a good council 
member, because he was 400 percent 
honest,” Denham said. “He really 
spoke his own mind. There was no 
one who dominated his thinking.” 

Although for a time Carlevaro and 
Denham were competitors — Den- 
ham used to run a department store 
on Solano Avenue — they managed 
to stay friends. 

Denham called Carlevaro’s death 
“a shocker,”’ adding, ‘‘Believe me, 
I’m going to miss him.”

Seeking God with light & sound 


Indian teacher visits area

L CERRITO — Many people 
have trouble these days loving 


their neighbors. But for Sant 
Thakar Singh Ji and the dozens who 
gathered at Camp Herms last 
Wednesday, it is the only principle to 
live by if one is to know God. 

Sant Thakar, a religious teacher 
from Delhi, India, with a world-wide 
following of 30,000, visited the East 
Bay as part of his world tour, which 
also included appearances in Canada, 


Mexico. Central America, New Zea- 
land and Germany. 


“We can only hate the sin, but not 
the sinner,”’ he told his audience, 
which was made up of both followers 
and spiritual seekers, most in their 
20’s and 30’s. “Everybody has good- 
ness in him.” 

Instead of rejecting people for their 
sins or evil deeds, Sant Thankar be- 
lieves people should bring out the 


goodness in others and try to affect 
them in positive ways. 
“Tf all of you change two persons in 


six months,’’ he said, ‘“‘give the 
teachings of love that have been given 
to you, in six years, all the world will 
be changed.”’ 

Changing the world might not seem 
too realistic to some people, but for 
followers like Salty (his penname), an 
initiate of five years, Sant Thakar’s 
philosophy has brought some very 
real changes in his life. 

“All my life I’ve wanted to find 
something that was real,” he said. “I 
studied a lot of religions and all of 
them talked about the same thing, 
but all fought amongst each other and 
didn’t have the true spirituality I was 
looking for.”

New El Cerrito rules require 
shrubbery to be cut back

L CERRITO — The annual 
threat of fire in the East Bay 


hills means new regulations for 
El Cerrito homeowners who live near 
Tilden Park. 


The newly-adopted)E-Zone ordi- 
nance, designed to redtice the threat 
of fire in the brush and tree-covered 
slopes east of E] Cerrito, will be the 
subject of a public hearing at the Ar- 
lington Park clubhousé at 7:30 p.m. 
on Monday, June 13. ‘ 

According to George Richards, El 
Cerrito Fire Dept. batallion chief, 
“That canyon hasn’t burned in the 27 
years I’ve been here, so it’s really. 
thick in there.” 

The E-Zone requirements applies 
to all El Cerrito honies east of Ar- 
lington Boulevard from the southern 
city limits to the Mira Vista Country 
Club. According to acting fire chief 
Pete Barraza, city firefighters will in- 
spect all property ifthe E-Zone to 
ensure compliance. 

». Tae mew. rules igelide. require- 
menis that all dry vegetation 30 feet 
around houses be cleared away, and 
that spark arresters be installed on all 
chimneys. Fines for non-compliance, 
which will be given only after a 
warning citation has been ignored, 
range from $50 for one violation to 


$250 for three, according to El Cerri- 
to City Manager Ron Creagh 

At the June 13 hearing, Chief Ri- 
chard Aronson of the East Bay Re- 
gional Park District will explain the 
need for the ordinance. Aronson 
heads a committee of fire chiefs from 
El Cerrito, Kensington, Richmond, 
Berkeley and Oakland which was 
formed two years ago to help prevent 
Tilden Park fires. 

The hearing will feature a movie on 
fire danger,“Countdown to Calami- 
ty,” and talks by Richards, Barazza 
and Aronson. 

Barraza, who will explain the fire 


_ danger at the June 13 meeting, said, 


“T don’t believe we’ll have any trou- 
ble. The citizens of El Cerrito are 
very good about these things.” 

One of those citizens, Richard Ad- 
dison, 33, a psychotherapist who lives 
on Leneve Place next to Tilden Park, 
Said the new regulation would not af- 
fect him. He already has a spark ar- 
restor on his chimney, and he said, “IT 
cut the whole back yard every year. 
Fire dangeris the most serious thing 
we fa: here.’ 

Down the block, Virginia Stau- 
bach, a forestry student at UC-Ber- 
keley, had reservations about cutting 
down the brush in her backyard. She 
said the winter rains were causing the

‘hills to slide. 
_ “The trouble with cutting the brush 
is the roots holding the soil die and 
the soil washes away,” she said. 
Although the hot, dry summer 
months are usually the most danger- 
ous time for fires, in December, 1980, 
five Berkeley homes were destroyed 
in a blaze. In 1970, an Oakland hills 
fire destroyed 39 homes. 


Towards this end, Sant Thakar 
teaches Surat Shabda Yoga, the yoga 
of light and sound. 

Light and sound, he says, are two 
powerful principles that emanate 
from God and reverberate and sus- 
tain life. Through meditation, it is 
possible to touch upon them, he ex- 
plained. 

According to Sant Thakar, the 
Living Master opens the door to the 
self. “Inside there is sound and light 
and this will go on filling us, cleaning 
us of lust, ego, greed.” 

The desire to cleanse the soul and 
reach a higher spiritual level is what 


brought several of the curious to 
Wednesday’s talk. 

“T want to find myself,”’ said one 
woman, ‘“‘to become self-realized, 
and hopefully, God-realized. The 
only way I know to do it is to find a 
master and to be in the company of a 
saint or people who have that knowl- 
edge.” 


Listening to Sant Thakar speak, 
she said, has given her an uplifted 
feeling. “Even if I don’t hear the 
words, I receive an energy just being 
in his presence.” 

Sant Thakar’s visit to El Cerrito 
was coordinated by the members of 
the Kirpal Light Satsang, his United 
States headquarters, located in Ken- 
sington. 


The Satsang (meaning holy con- 
gregation) was established seven 
years ago and serves as a meditation 
center, clearinghouse and meeting 
place for the Indian teacher’s follow- 
ers. The center also produces a peri- 
odic magazine called ‘‘Sat,” which is 
the Sanksrit word for truth.
